As Deputy City Manager for the City of Modesto (population 200,000+), Hansen
managed several capital improvement/community development projects including a
police/fire/parks facility and renovation and expansion of a community center. Her
duties also included management of three golf courses and 64 city parks.
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‘Donna’s wealth of experience in management, public safety, development, and
coalition building will be a tremendous asset to the District as we move forward with
construction and staffing plans for new parks, community centers, and fire stations in
Elk Grove’s new growth areas, while also maintaining and enhancing the level of
existing services for all EIk Grove residents,” said Perez. “We believe she possesses
the character and ability necessary to lead the District forward and continue the positive
working relationships forged with the City of Elk Grove, the Elk Grove Unified School
District, other government agencies, and local interest and service groups.”
